• Bee keepers around the stata 
have prompted research in agricul- 
ture.

Researchers 
wil} note bees' sources of nectar 
and pollen. They will record daily 
\vcigl)ts of colonies throughoir. the 
active season to doturmino periods 
of greatest nectar flow.
